FARMERS 


HELPING WITH 
NEW TYPE HOG 


j 
Swine herd on three county farms 


will go to market during the next 
several weeks not only to provide 
pork for a hungry nation—but also 
m the interests of science. 


The pigs are part of an experi- 


ment designed to develop a new 
meat-type hog, expected to provide 
consumers with more lean pork. 


Throughout the state some 600 


hogs raised by cooperating farmers 
will go to packing houses where, in 
addition to being cut up. as all hogs 
are, to provide meat, they will also 
be carefully weighed and measured 
as part of the experiment being 
carried out to determine whether the 
Danish Landrace type of hog. when 
crossed with purebred swine, will 
produce a superior type of meat 
animal. 


Feed Test Pens 


The countians participating in the 


experiment are C. J., Horace and 
Richard Waybright, Gettysburg R. 
2; Edgar Leer, York Springs R. 2, 
and A. B. C. Williams, York Springs 
R. 1. 


Since last spring the three have 


been raising two litters of hogs under 
exactly similar conditions. One pen 
contains purebred animals, the other 
the offspring of a Landrace boar and 
a purebred animal of the same type 
as the control litter. At the Way- 
roright farm the purebred swine are 
Hampshires. The other two have 
different breeds which they are 
using in their experiment. 


The work has been carried, out in 


cooperation with Pennsylvania State 
college and the IT. S. Agriculture 
Department station at Beltsville. 


Specialist Supervising 


Grant Sharritt, livestock specialist 


from State Collage, has been in 
charge of the work here in Adams 
county and has made freqtient trips 
here during the summer to check 
the development of the hogs.

Can Be Fired 


In the meantime the government 


has its ovm program for keeping 
them out of government jobs: The 
loyalty program. 


Under that program, it is not a 


crime for a Communist or Commu- 
nist fronter to hold, a government 
job. 


But the purpose of it is to root 


out Communists or sympathizers in 
the government and fire them. 


And1 a number of them have 


been ousted But, since it is still not 
yet a crime for a Communist to work 
in the government, none of those 
Qredi has been jailed. 


Then there's the problem of keep- 


ing Communists out of defense 
plants. The new law says it's a crime 
lor a Communist to work in a. de- 
fense plant.
